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FOUNDATION    AND    PURPOSES 

Following  an  Act  of  the  Mississippi  Legislature  of  1908  providing  for 
the  establishment  of  County  Schools  of  Agriculture  a  movement  was 
started  immediately  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  school  for  the  boys 
and  girls  of  Hinds  County.  From  time  to  time  various  ideas  as  to  the 
location  and  scope  of  the  school  were  proposed,  but  it  was  not  until 
May  31,  1916,  that  the  task  of  building  an  Agricultural  High  School  for 
the  County  was  undertaken  with  the  determination  to  provide  a  school 
as  good  as  the  best  in  the  land. 

Attractive  bids  for  the  location  of  this  school  were  presented  by  the 
enterprising  citizens  of  Clinton,  Edwards,  Utica  and  Raymond.  After 
considerable  deliberation  the  County  School  Board  finally  selected  Ray- 
mond for  the  site  of  the  new  institution.  In  addition  to  Raymond's  bid 
the  County  issued  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $75,000.00  to  erect  and  equip  the 
four  handsome  brick  buildings  and  principal's  home  now  seen  on  the 
campus. 

The  purposes  of  this  institution  are: 

1.  To  train  young  men  and  women  along  fundamental  lines  leading 
to  the  successful  operation  of  the  farm,  and  inspire  for  that  type  of  cit- 
izenship which  will  enrich  country  life  by  making  the  people  more  con- 
tented and  prosperous.  Our  State's  greatest  resources  will  continue  to 
be  our  agricultural  lands,  so  our  problem  becomes  that  of  bringing  the 
people  into  the  most  intelligent  relationship  with  the  soil.  Emphasis 
is  therefore  given  to  practical  courses  in  Agriculture  and  Farm  Mechan- 
ics for  boys  and  Home  Science  and  Home  Arts  for  girls. 

2.  To  give  thorough  and  well  rounded  courses  in  the  formal  high 
school  subjects,  such  as  English,  Mathematics,  History  and  Science.  Be- 
sides these  we  offer  as  electives,  two  year  courses  in  Latin,  French,  Edu- 
cation and  the  Commercial  branches. 

3.  To  co-operate  with  the  A.  &  M.  College,  the  County  Farm  Agent 
and  the  County  Home  Economics  Agent  in  carrying  valuable  assistance 
to  the  farmer  and  farm  home.  For  this  work  the  school  is  equipped 
with  instruments  for  terracing,  spraying,  pruning,  vaccinating,  etc.  We 
have,  also,  assisted  these  agents  with  co-operative  shipments  of  live 
stock  and  farm  crops.  This  activity  is  known  as  extension  work  from 
the  school  and  is  not  only  free  to  citizens  of  the  county,  but  it  is  of 
great  educational  value  to  the  students. 

4.  To  place  the  advantages  of  a.  standard  high  school  training  within 
the  reach  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  Hinds  County.  Before  the  day  of  the 
Agricultural  High  School  it  was  next  to  impossible  for  a  majority  of  the 
farm  boys  and  girls  to  obtain  a  high  school  education  on  account  of  pro- 
hibitive prices.  Here  the  expenses  of  the  student  is  brought  practically 
to  the  cost  of  living  at  home.

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LIBRARY 

No  school  can  undertake  to  do  successful  work  without  the  aid  of 
a  well  selected  library.  If  information  of  a  thorough  nature  is  to  be  had, 
the  reading  of  books  is  absolutely  essential.  In  order  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  times,  and  be  familiar  with  the  currents  of  modern  thought,  it  is 
necessary  to  read  newspapers  and  magazines.  Our  library  is  well  supplied 
with  reference  works,  books  for  general  reading,  newspapers,  farm 
papers,  and  magazines. 

The  reading  of  the  pupils  is  not  left  to  haphazard  chance  but  is 
assigned  by  the  faculty,  and  supervised  by  a  member  of  the  faculty. 
While  our  library  has  been  sufficient  from  the  first  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  high  school  classes,  it  has  recently  been  enlarged  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Junior  College  Classes,  thus  affording  exceptional  ad- 
vantages to  the  advanced  high  school  students.  An  appropriation  is 
made  annually  for  the  upkeep  and  the  extension  of  the  library.

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LABORATORIES 

It  is   now   recognized   by  every   one  that   laboratories   are  absolutely 

/ 
essential  to  the  teaching  of  the  sciences.      This   institution   has   provided 

first  class   laboratory   equipment   for  the   teaching   of  Agriculture,    Home 

Economics,    Biology,    Chemistry,    and    Physics.      No    credit   is   allowed    for 

any  science  named  above  unless  the  required  experiments  have  been  made 

by  the  student,  and  written  up  neatly  in  a  laboratory  note  book.

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SHOP 

Our  shop  courses  consist  of  elementary  wood  work,  forge,  and  auto 
mechanics.  Farm  mechanics  courses  are  preceded  by  a  careful  training 
in  the  use  of  tools  and  the  ordinary  courses  as  given  in  manual  training 
shops.  Besides  the  many  useful  articles  for  the  home  as  tables,  porch 
swings,  book  cases,  etc.,  our  shop  classes  have  built  the  large  shop  now 
in  use  here,  and  every  poultry  house,  crib,  and  barn  constructed  on  the 
grounds  since  the  school  was  established.  Regular  credit  is  allowed  for 
all  shop  courses. 


SHOP   CLASS 
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FARM 

The  school  farm  consists  of  114  acres  of  land  conveniently  located, 
and  adapted  to  the  growing  of  vegetables,  feed  crops  and  for  grazing. 
The  farm  is  equipped  with  modern  implements  to  carry  on  its  operations, 
thus  furnishing  a  most  effective  laboratory  for  the  teaching  of  Agriculture. 
Here  the  student  gets  first  hand  knowledge  and  practice  of  all  farm 
activities. 

The  dairy  herd  consists  of  some  ten  or  twelve  registered  Jersey 
cows,  which  furnish  most  of  the  milk  and  butter  used  by  the  boarding 
department.  Small  herds  of  hogs  and  beef  cattle  are  owned  by  the  school, 
and  are  used  for  class  demonstrations,  and  to  furnish  meat  to  the  boarding 
department  at  cost  of  production. 

The  school  also  owns  a  number  of  incubators  and  brooders  for  the 
purpose  of  teaching  poultry  raising,  and  to  assist  the  boys  who  desire 
to  carry  poultry  projects  while  attending  school.  An  enterprising  student 
can  easily  grow  a  hundred  pure  bred  pullets  a  year  by  putting  in  his  spare 
time  in  the  care  of  chickens.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  Hinds  County  Agricultural  High  School  is  a  standard  four  year 
high  school,  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  All  Southern  Association  01! 
High  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  gives  it  the  highest  rank  among  sec- 
ondary schools,  admitting  our  graduates  into  all  the  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  South  without  examination. 

Our  Course  of  Study  is  made  up  of  the  requirements  set  up  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  for  Agricultural  High  Schools,  together  with 
courses  in  Bookkeeping,  Shorthand,  Typewriting,  Latin,  French,  Educa- 
tion and  Science  for  the  benefit  of  those  students  who  may  desire  to 
prepare  for  certain  vocations  and  professions.  Sixteen  units  are  re- 
quired for  graduation.  One  half  unit  a  year  may  be  made  in  Expression. 
Music,  Athletics,  Debating,  or  Physical  Education,  however,  not  more 
than  one  unit  may  be  counted  towards  graduation  in  these  subjects. 
Subjects    in    parentheses   are   elective.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Since  we  have  dropped  the  first  year  of  high  school,  students  to 
enter  must  have  four  high  school  units  as  follows:  English  1,  Algebra  1, 
History  1,  and  one  unit  in  Science,  Latin,  Agriculture,  or  Home  Economics. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  Course  of  Study  that  a  student  may  get 
here  the  First  Year  courses  in  Agriculture,  Home  Economics,  Latin  and 
French. 

To  provide  for  any  student  who  may  not  have  at  home  a  school 
carrying  the  ninth  grade,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Consoli- 
dated  School   of   Raymond  to  take  our  students  for  these  subjects  while 
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they  will  get  the  benefits  of  the  boarding  department  of  the  Agricultural 
High  School. 

Full  credit  is  given  all  work  done  in  any  accredited  school  in  the 
state  provided  a  transcript  properly  made  out  is  presented  at  the  opening 
cf  the  session.  Students  who  come  from  non  affiliated  schools  are  re- 
quired to  validate  their  units  by  examination,  or  to  take  them  as  new 
subjects.  All  applicants  for  admission  must  fill  in  the  application  blank 
in  the  back  of  this  catalog.  Additional  blanks  may  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Superintendent. 

An  important  requirement  for  entrance  is  that  the  applicant  be  of 
good  moral  character.  The  institution  must  be  kept  free  from  the  im- 
moral and  vicious.  Any  pupil,  therefore,  who  refuses  to  comply  with 
the  regulations  is  considered  a  demoralizing  element  and  is  suspended. 

DISCIPLINE 

Without  proper  discipline  any  school  will  fail  to  accomplish  its  objects. 
We  shall  expect  our  boys  and  girls  to  conduct  themselves  as  refined  and 
high-toned  people  should.  No  pupil  will  be  retained  in  the  institution 
who  persistently  refuses  to  comply  with  the  regulations,  or  whose  in- 
fluence proves  detrimental  to  the  school.  Students  should  come  to  this 
institution  to  do  right,  to  be  attentive  to  duty,  and  to  make  all  possible 
progress  in  their  studies. 

A  mutual  understanding  and  sympathy  between  teachers  and  students 
is  necessary  in  maintaining  proper  discipline.  In  order  that  such  under- 
standing may  exist,  certain  regulations  are  published  in  the  section  fol- 
lowing this,  and  no  applicant  will  be  admitted  as  a  pupil  until  a  pledge 
has  been  signed  that  the  applicant  will  obey  these  regulations,  or  any 
others  that  may  be  made.  A  student  whose  general  attitude  is  inharmon- 
ious is  advised  to  withdraw,  although  no  particular  overt  act  meriting 
suspension  may  have  been  committed. 

FOUR    SPECIAL   REGULATIONS 

1.  Since  this  is  a  co-educational  institution  certain  restrictions  must 
be  imposed  on  the  association  between  boys  and  girls.  It  is  not  deemed 
wise,  however,  to  separate  them  entirely.  They  recite  together  in  the 
same  class  rooms.  They  take  their  meals  together,  and  at  frequent  inter- 
vals on  Saturday  evenings,  or  Sunday  afternoons  the  boys  come  to  the 
girl's  dormitory  for  an  hour  or  two  together.  Aside  from  this,  communi- 
cation between  the  boys  and  girls  is  limited  to  the  demands  of  common 
courtesy. 

2.  Cards,  dice,  or  other  gambling  devices,  intoxicating  liquors,  and 
fire  arms  must  not  be  brought  into  the  dormitories  or  on  the  campus. 
Gambling  in  all  forms  is  prohibited,  as  is  also  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors. 

3.  Street  loafing  is  one  of  the  most  vicious  habits  a  young  person 
can  form.  Hence,  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  to  town  except 
on  business,  and  then  they  must  not  stay  longer  than  is  necessary  to 
attend  to  the  business. 
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4.  Smoking  cigarettes  is  prohibited.  This  habit  is  not  only  detri- 
mental to  health,  but  is  very  much  against  satisfactory  progress  of  the 
student  in  his  school  work.  Moreover  it  is  a  vicious  habit,  having  a 
tendency  to  cultivate  low  moral  standards.  Students  who  have  already 
formed  the  tobacco  habit  and  are  not  willing  to  leave  it  off,  will  be  per- 
mitted to  smoke  a  cigar  or  a  pipe  upon  written  permission  from  their 
parents  or  guardians  sent  direct  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  school. 
Such  students  are  regarded  as  afflicted  rather  than  privileged. 

5.  In  addition  to  these  regulations,  such  rules  will  be  adopted  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  found  necessary.  These  regulations  are  made 
solely  to  protect  the  best  interests  of  our  pupils.  Pupils  must  comply 
with  them  or  withdraw  from  school. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  AND  CHURCH  ATTENDANCE 

Believing  that  the  Sabbath  day  should  be  used  for  rest  and  for  wor- 
ship, we  require  all  students  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  Sunday  morn- 
ing preaching  service.  Sunday  night  church  attendance  is  not  compulsory, 
but  students  are  encouraged  to  go.  All  the  churches  in  Raymond  extend 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  A.  H.  S.  students  and  faculty.  The  following 
churches  have  regular  services  in  the  town:  Baptist,  Methodist,  Pres- 
byterian and  Episcopal.  The  three  first  named  have  active  Sunday 
Schools  to  which  all  students  are  cordially  invited. 

UNIFORMS  for  girls  are  as  follows:  For  receptions,  church  and 
public  programs,  one  piece  white  dresses  of  linen,  madras,  or  other  cotton 
goods,  with  black  tie  will  be  required  for  fall  and  spring  seasons.  For 
winter  months,  navy  blue  coat  suit  or  one  piece  dress  of  navy  blue  serge. 
For  every  day  wear,  students  may  use  such  clothing  as  would  be  suitable 
for  the  local  school  at  home.  Our  students  may  make  their  own  selection 
in  the  matter  of  hats  and  shoes. 

For  boys,  any  ordinary  civilian  clothes,  or  army  khaki  may  be  used. 
Each  boy  is  required  to  have  a  suit  of  overalls  for  use  in  outdoor  work. 
These  regulations  apply  to  all  boarding  students  and  will  not  be  modified 
except  when  justified  by  some  peculiar  circumstance. 

ABSENCES  AND  TARDIES  constitute  some  of  the  greatest  hin- 
drances to  a  pupil's  progress  in  school.  When  a  pupil  is  irregular  in 
attendance,  satisfactory  progress  can  not  be  expected.  Absences  and 
tardies  are  excused  if  the  pupil  presents  a  good  reason,  but  even  excused 
absences,  above  a  certain  number,  count  off  the  general  average  in  the 
subject  missed.      Three  tardies  count  as  one  absence. 

WEEK-END  VISITS  HOME  may  be  made  by  boarding  students  at 
the  request  of  parents  and  guardians,  but  the  usual  amount  of  prepara- 
tions for  the  Mondays'  lessons  must  be  made.  Students  will  not  be 
permitted  to  make  other  than  home  visits  except  upon  the  approval  of 
the  Superintendent,  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  student,  and  in 
all  instances  such  students  will  be  under  the  rules  of  the  school  while 
away.      We  do  not  approve  of  frequent  visits  from  the  school. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  invite  or  entertain  visitors  in  their 
rooms  unless  it  is  approved  by  the  Superintendent,  and  in  such  instances 
the   student   will    be   held   accountable    for   any   damage   done   the   school 
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property  by  said  visitor,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  meal  tickets  used  by  the 
visitor. 

EXPENSES 

Our  boarding  department  is  run  on  the  co-operative  plan  and  the 
cost  of  board  is  held  down  to  the  lowest  price  consistent  with  wholesome 
food  properly  cooked  and  served.  In  order  to  guard  against  loss  in  ac- 
counts and  expense  of  collecting  bills  each  student  is  required  to  keep 
his  board  paid  one  month  in  advance.  A  board  month  is  four  weeks,  no 
reduction  being  made  for  week-end  visits.  For  any  fraction  of  a  week 
students  will  be  allowed  visitors'  rates  of  25  cents  per  meal,  provided 
notice  is  given  to  the  office.. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  each  student  for  inci- 
dental purposes.  A  deposit  of  $3.00  will  be  required  of  each  boarding 
student  for  breakage.  This  deposit  will  be  returned  at  the  close  of  the 
session  provided  nothing  is  broken  or  damaged  by  the  student. 

No  tuition  will  be  charged  students  of  Hinds  County  except  for 
music  and  expression.  A  charge  will  be  made  students  taking  piano  and 
typewriting  sufficient  to  cover  the  upkeep  of  the  pianos  and  typewriters.

The   expense   for   heat,   lights,   and   water   is   included   in  the   cost   of 
board.      The  laundry  may  be  done  at  reasonable  prices  by  negro  women, 
or  sent  to  a  steam  laundry  in  Jackson. 

TO  BE   BROUGHT  FROM   HOME 

Rooms  in  the  dormitories  are  furnished  with  bed  stead,  mattress, 
dresser,  table,  and  chairs.  All  other  furnishings  such  as  bed  covering, 
sheets,  pillow  and  cases,  towels,  comb  and  brush,  table  napkins,  and 
toilet  articles  must  be  brought  from  home.  Each  student  is  also  re- 
quired to  furnish  himself  with  a.  water  glass  and  a  teaspoon  for  use 
in  case  of  sickness. 

EXPRESSION  AND  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

Our  school  is  fortunate  to  have  at  the  head  of  this  department  Miss 
Nelly  Magee,  graduate  of  Emerson  College,  Boston,  Mass.  In  this  de- 
partment emphasis  is  given  to  correct  reading,  oratory,  and  debating.  In 
cooperation  with  the  English  Department,  these  classes  furnish  periodical 
programs  of  a  high  order.  A  tuition  of  only  $4.00  per  month  is  charged 
for  this  training.  For  the  benefit  of  the  expression  students  and  others 
who  may  be  interested  in  dramatic  work,  Miss  Magee  will  take  special 
students  two  periods  a  week  at  a  club  rate  of  5  0  cents  each  per  month. 
Miss  Magee  also  directs  the  physical  training  for  the  girls  who  do  not 
take  part  in  the  regular  athletics.  There  is  no  charge  to  the  student 
for  this  work.

MUSIC 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  we  are  to  have  again  Miss  Mildred 
Keithley  as  teacher  of  piano,  voice,  and  chorus,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Mackie 
as  director  of  the  school  orchestra  and  teacher  of  band  and  orchestral 
instruments.  Nothing  adds  more  to  one's  personal  charm  or  to  the  home, 
than  the  ability  to  sing,  or  to  play  an  instrument  well.  We  therefore 
urge  all  students  who  have  musical  talent  to  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  get  superior  training  at  a  minimum  cost.  Tuition  for 
these  departments  is  only  $4.00  per  month. 


ORCHESTRA 

Students  of  the  voice  department  and  others  interested  in  chorus 
singing  may  form  a  glee  club  and  get  special  lessons  in  chorus  work  for 
a  tuition  of  50  cents  each  per  month. 

Students  who  take  work  with  Mr.  Mackie  get  the  benefit  of  two 
hours  a  week  in  orchestra  practice  without  extra  cost. 

TEXT   BOOKS 

The  texts  in  use  here  are  those  adopted  for  Agricultural  High  Schools 
by  the  State  High  School  Commission.  These  books  are  purchased  at 
wholesale  price  through  the  school,  and  sold  direct  from  the  book  room, 
thus  saving  the  students  a  large  percent  of  the  retailers  commission  as 
well  as  much  extra,  time  in  going  to  town  for  books.  Another  big  saving 
comes  through  our  plan  of  buying  second  hand  books  and  reselling  them 
until  the  real  life  of  the  book  is  spent.      Students  take  much  better  care 
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of  books  when  they   understand  that  they  have  a  second  hand   or   trade 
in  value. 

The  College  Texts  are  handled  in  the  same  way,  thus  reducing  still 
further  the  school  expenses  to  these  students. 

ATHLETICS 

Under  proper  supervision  we  encourage  athletics  for  both  boys  and 
girls  as  a  wholesome  activity.  A  certain  part  of  the  day  is  set  aside 
for  these  exercises  and  all  students  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  some 
form   of  them. 

Ample  grounds  are  set  aside  for  all  common  forms  of  athletics  such 
as  base  ball,  baskeF  ball,  foot  ball,  volley  ball,  tennis,  track,  croquet,  etc. 
Competent  instructors  will  be  in  charge  of  all  school  teams  and  only 
such  students  who  do  satisfactory  work  and  conform  to  the  school's 
regulations  will  be  allowed  to  play  on  these  teams.

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SOME  ADVANTAGES  OF  AN  AGRICULTURAL  HIGH   SCHOOL 

This  institution  is  not  exclusively  academic  nor  exclusively  indus- 
trial. It  combines  instruction  in  academic  and  industrial  branches  in 
proper  proportion  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  the  education  of  the  young. 
It  recognizes  the  fact  that  physical  development  is  just  as  essential 
as  intellectual  development;  that  the  day  of  the  "lean,  lank  student" 
has  passed;  that  the  moral  nature  is  more  easily  trained  to  uprightness 
and  sobriety  when  the  mind  and  body  are  both  given  constant  employment. 
Our  course  of  study  and  daily  program  are  so  arranged  that  the  pupils  get 
as  much  academic  training  here  as  the  usual  high  school  course  offers, 
and  at  the  same  time  receive  valuable  instruction  in  important  industrial 
branches.  This  is  accomplished  by  a  considerable  lengthening  of  the 
school  day.  The  usual  school  day  of  five  or  six  hours,  is  extended  to 
eight  or  nine  hours,  and  the  extra  time  utilized  in  extending  the  usual 
daily  activities  of  the  student  body.

STUDENT  LABOR 

Besides  the  practical  work  required  about  the  farm  by  the  state, 
the  school  gives  opportunity  for  the  students  to  do  a.  great  deal  of  work 
for  which  they  receive  pay  based  upon  the  amount  and  character  of  the 
work  done.  It  is  easily  possible  for  an  industrious,  hustling  boy  or  girl 
to  make  half  or  all  his  expenses  by  putting  in  odd  times  at  work  about 
the  school  or  on  the  farm. 


THRIFT 

It  n  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  promote  the  thrift  habit 
among  the  pupils.  One  of  the  greatest  lessons  our  young  people  can 
learn  is  the  wise  and  proper  use  of  money.  One  of  the  most  useful  habits 
a.  boy  or  girl  can  acquire  is  the  saving  habit.  We  shall  endeavor  to 
teach  thrift  and  to  encourage  the  saving  habit  among  our  students. 
Wasteful  spending  of  money  is  not  only  sinful  but  bad  business  and  un- 
patriotic. 
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In  this  useful  and  important  work,  we  solicit  the  earnest  cooperation 
of  all  patrons  of  the  school.  The  school  has  established  a  bank  for 
the  two  fold  purpose  of  furnishing  a  safe  deposit  for  the  student's  money 
and  to  teach  them  by  actual  practice  the  common  banking  principles 
necessary  in  any  business. 

AGRICULTURAL   AND   EXPERIMENT   STATION 

The  Raymond  Experiment  Station,  containing  nearly  two  hundred 
acres,  joins  the  school  farm,  making  it  convenient  for  the  students  of  the 
school  to  get  first  hand  information  from  the  various  experiments  which 
are  carried  on  by  this  branch  of  the  A.  &  M.  College.  Our  course  in 
Farm  Management  is  made  up  largely  of  the  actual  operations  of  the 
two  farms. 

PRACTICAL   WORK 

By  state  regulations  each  boy  and  girl  is  required  to  do  a  certain 
amount  of  practical  work  about  the  house  or  farm.  Of  course,  the 
purpose  of  this  practical  work  is  to  insure  proper  teaching  of  the  re- 
quired industrial  subjects,  but  this  institution  endeavors  to  use  this 
practical  time  for  the  further  advantage  of  reducing  the  living  expenses. 
For  instance  the  boys  spend  a  large  part  of  this  time  in  working  and 
gathering  vegetables  for  the  tables,  caring  for  live  stock,  or  keeping  the 
school  grounds  and  buildings.  The  girls  keep  their  rooms,  the  parlors 
of  their  dormitory  and  wait  on  the  tables  in  weekly  turns,  thus  saving 
their  board  bills  these  items  of  expense.  Many  students  come  to  us 
without  the  advantage  of  this  practical  knowledge,  while  they  leave  with 
the  three  fold  value  of,  (1)  knowing  how  to  do  ordinary  work,  (2)  a. 
saving  in  expenses,  and  (3)  an  acquired  democratic  spirit  which  is  so 
helpful  in  the  mass  training  of  boys  and  girls. 

AGRICULTURAL  PROJECTS 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  increasing  number  of  boys  who  wish  to 
work  their  way  through  high  school,  provisions  are  made  by  which  boys 
living  in  the  dormitory,  or  at  home,  may  carry  a  project  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Agriculturist.  Many  boys  are  making  one  half  to  all  of  their 
expenses  in  this  way.  Since  we  run  the  school  practically  the  year 
round,  there  is  no  reason  why  an  enterprising  boy  can  not  make  from 
$100.00  to  $150.00  a  year  growing  poultry,  truck,  or  cotton  without 
missing  the  time  from  his  studies. 

SCHOOL  CLUBS 

In  a  school  of  this  size  it  is  possible  to  get  much  good  from  organ- 
izing into  clubs  for  the  various  student  activities  and  business  enter- 
prises. We  shall  therefore  encourage  Hi-Y  clubs,  Music  and  Dramatic 
Clubs,  Debating  Clubs,   Live  Stock  and  Agricultural  Clubs. 

LYCEUM  COURSE 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  incidental  accounts  and  the  library  ser- 
vice and  upkeep,  this  school  furnishes  through  the  matriculation  fund 
a  well  selected  lyceum  course  of  five  numbers.  Thus,  for  a  few  cents 
each,  our  students  enjoy  each  year  the  best  stage  talent  obtainable. 
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HEALTH 

The  health  of  our  students  is  considered  of  paramount  importance. 
Our  water  supply  comes  from  a  well  14  00  feet  deep,  and  is  free  from  im- 
purities. 

Our  system  of  steam  heat  insures  an  even  temperature.  Our  students 
are  under  the  watch-care  of  the  faculty  and  matron,  and  are  cautioned 
against  exposure.  We  have  two  competent  physicians  in  town  and  a 
student  is  allowed  his  choice  when  the  service  of  a  physician  is  needed. 

RATING  OF  OUR  GRADUATES 

They  are  admitted  into  all  the  Universities  and  Colleges  of  the 
South  without  examination. 

They  are  trained  in  the  fundamental  operations  of  the  farm  or  the 
home.  Those  who  take  two  years  of  commercial  branches  are  equipped 
to  do  office  work  successfully. 

JUNIOR   COLLEGE 

History    and   Organization 

Beginning  about  ten  years  ago,  the  educational  authorities  of  Hinds 
County  made  some  very  definite  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  rural 
schools.  The  first  step  was  the  placing  of  a  good  consolidated  school 
in  reach  of  every  child  in  the  country  districts.  Then  came  the  Agricul- 
tural High  School  with  which  to  extend  the  advantages  of  education  at 
a  minimum  cost  to  at  least  a  full  four  year  high  school  course,  including 
such  vocational  subjects  as  would  aid  in  bringing  to  every  child  an 
equality  of  opportunity.  So  rapid  was  the  development  of  the  consoli- 
dated school  idea,  it  was  soon  evident  that  these  schools  could  add  two 
years,  or  more  to  their  high  school  training  at  home.  In  fact  some  of 
these  schools  are  doing  three  years,  and  a  few  of  the  larger  schools  are 
completing  four  years  of  high  school  right  at  home.  With  this  ground 
covered,  the  next  logical  step  was  a  Junior  College,  where  the  ever  in- 
creasing number  of  high  school  graduates  might  get  one  or  two  years 
of  college  work  near  home,  under  high  school  supervision  and  at  a.  low 
cost. 

By  the  time  the  Legislature  in  1922  passed  the  Act  enabling  Agri- 
cultural High  Schools  to  raise  their  courses  of  study  to  that  of  Junior 
College  grade,  Hinds  County  was  organized  and  ready  to  move  up. 
Realizing  the  relationship  between  the  Agricultural  High  School  and 
the  Consolidated  Schools,  the  trustees  of  this  institution  very  wisely 
decided  to  move  up  one  year  at  a  time,  dropping  the  bottom  grade  of 
the  high  school,  as  the  Consolidated  Schools  are  able  to  care  for  these 
grades  at  home.  With  the  session  of  1922-19  23',  the  Freshman  year  of 
college  work  was  added  and  thirty  young  men  and  women,  the  majority 
of  whom  were  our  own  graduates,  entered  and  the  work  was  carried  on 
very  successfully,  indeed.  Our  college  work  has  been  inspected  by  the 
State  Accrediting  Committee  for  Junior  Colleges  and  unanimously  ap- 
proved.     Students  who  pass  successfully  the  college  work  given  here  will 
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find  no  difficulty  in  entering  the  Sophomore  class  of  any  college  in  the 
State.  When  the  county  schools  reach  the  point  where  two  years  of  high 
school  work  can  be  given,  we  will  add  to  our  course  the  second  year 
of  college  grade,  and  thus  complete  the  third  step  forward  with  rural 
education  in  Hinds  County. 

This  school  has  a  two  fold  purpose  in  working  its  course  up  to 
junior  college  grade:  First,  it  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  the  high 
school  graduates  of  the  county  to  start  their  college  education  at  a 
minimum  cost.  Second,  it  furnishes  a  supervised  system  of  study  and 
a  close  contact  with  the  teachers  which  is  so  vitally  necessary  to  the 
young  man  or  woman  just  entering  college.  Our  cor.ege  students  enter 
all  the  colleges  of  the  state  without  examination  upon  the  one  condition 
that  they  demonstrate  their  ability  to  do  the  advanced  work  offered  by 
the  college  which  they  enter.  This  is  the  standard  of  merit,  and  the 
standard  which  more  than  90  per  cent  of  our  students  have  met  success- 
fully. During  the  past  year  we  had  students  in  six  colleges  of  the  state 
and  in  the  University  of  Alabama,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  all 
these  students  got  satisfactory  classification  as  Sophomores  such  that 
they  will  be  able  to  finish  in  three  years,  and  that  they  all  made  their 
mid  term  examinations  without  a  failing  grade.  The  introduction  of  tbe 
college  work  does  not  lesson  the  emphasis  given  to  the  high  school,  b  t 
rather  strengthens  the  high  school  by  furnishing  stronger  teachers,  better 
libraries,  and  laboratories. 

COURSE   OF    STUDY 

Our  course  of  Study  consists  of  standard  Freshman  work,  built  upon 
the  requirements  recently  named  by  the  State  Commission  for  Junior 
Colleges,  and  is  recommended  by  this  commission  for  acceptance  by  all 
the  colleges  of  the  state.  The  requirements  for  entrance  are  the  same 
as  at  the  colleges,  which  is  fifteen  units  in  an  approved  four  year  high 
school,  or  upon  passage  of  the  college  entrance  examination.  Each 
student  is  required  to  carry  a  minimum  of  twelve  hours.  Fifteen  hours 
isr  recommended,  and  no  one  will  be  permitted  to  take  more  than  sixteen 
hours. 

ENGLISH 

Instructor,  Miss  Katherine  Orme,  A.   B.  Vanderbilt  University. 

In  this  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  straight  thinking,  adequate 
expression,  and  good  form.  While  the  predominating  stress  of  this 
course  is  placed  upon  the  ability  to  speak  and  write  good  English,  a 
reasonable  amount  of  time  is  given  also  to  the  literature  of  both  English 
and  American  authors.

Work  in  this  department  consists  of  thorough  training  in  Book- 
keeping, Shorthand,  and  Typewriting.  Two  year  courses  are  offered  in 
each  of  the  above  named  subjects,  and  while  it  requires  usually  a  year 
to  complete  one  course,  our  students  will  be  allowed  to  advance  as 
rapidly  as  they  are  able  to  get  the  work  thoroughly.  College  students 
who  take  light  work  in  other  subjects  should  complete  Bookkeeping  or 
Shorthand  in  one  session,  while  both  subjects  may  be  done  in  one  regu- 
lar session  and  summer.
